quence of ascites. In acase of hvdrarthrosis 
of the shoulder-joint, of eight months’ date, 
M. Roux injected a solution of iodine into 
the articulation; during the first thirty-six 
hours the patient experienced considerable 
pain, which afterwards subsided. A few 
days after three abscesses formed around the 
joint, in the axilla, on the inner side of the 
delioidian insertion; and in the fossa infra- 
spinata, in the direction of the synovial ex- 
pansions belonging to the long portion of 
the biceps, sub-scapularis and infra-spinatus 
muscles. Leeches were applied once, and 
a blister was also placed on the shoulder.
